City of Mexico, April 1 9 —The As~o 
elated Press Is now in direct communi 
cation with a number of towns s i t u a t ­ 
ed in the district most affected by the 
recent, earthquake. 
From recent telegrams 
from these 
places It Is now certain that tho death 
list will 
exceed IOO. 
There 
are a 
number of small towns yet to be heard 
from hut up to date the average num­ 
ber of fatalities h. 
Vese places has 
ranged from 9 to 12 and the number 
of Injured from 30 to 40. 
Through an error made In the trans­ 
mission of a telegram from the city of 
Ghllapa, a city In the state of Guerre­ 
ro, which was almost totally destroyed, 
the telegram was made to read that 
33 bodies 
had been taken 
from the 
ruins and 779 Injured had been trans­ 
ferred to the hospitals. 
I Afer the telegram was corrected to 
read 38 persons wore- injured and 779 
buildings destroyed.

United States, a spot 287 feet below’ 
sea level. 
Previous estimates of the depth of 
D eath valley, based on barometer read­ 
ings, gave for the lowest point figures 
varying from 250 to 450 feet below7 sea 
level. 
The level line of the geological 
survey Is believed to he the first neeu 
rate determination of elevations in th at 
locality that has ever been made.
